ON THE TREATMENT OF GOLD ORES. 


Srm,—Allow me to thank Mr. Calvert for the information he has given, 
but at the same time to remind him that it is scarcely fair to charge men 
avho really have had experience in the treatment of gold ores with “entire 

” of the subject. 1 will at once admit that I was not aware that 

Mr. Calvert had invented so many as fifty processes, or I should not have 

—— that he should seek the protection of the Commissioners of 

‘atents, well knowing that I should have been asking him to make an 

outlay for which he could never hope to obtain an equal return. I much 

that Mr. Calvert should prefer Australia to Wales at the precise 

time when there is an opportunity for all who can really extract gold from 

its matrices to secure enormous profits and lasting reputation. As to the 

former, I should have thought even Mr. Calvert would have endeavoured 
to obtain it, however careless he might have been of the latter. 

In chemical! knowledge Mr. Calvert is evidently far in advance of me, 
for I admit that I do not know how to make an economic battery with 
pyrites, nor do I know how to decompose quartz with pyrites and gas 
(assuming, of course, that he means cowfgas). 1 admit this, because I 
would set the example for ignoramuses to acknowledge their ignorance. 
As to Mr. Calvert’s query aboat silica, I must say that lam not acquainted 
with a process for changing quartz, as he names, without destroying it, 
and doubt whether he is himself; but I do not admit that silica can exist 
in one form only, as it has been proved to the contrary. Ordinary quartz 
is insoluble in water, but soluble silica is not unknown. If Mr. Calvert 
intends to fuse gold quartz to ge#out the metal, his attempt will, prac- 
tically, e a failure. 

If Mr. Calvert wishes to prove that he has any knowledge of chemistry, 
metallurgy, or the treatment of auriferous quartz, he must change his pre- 
sent system of mysterious inference for straightforward facts and proposi- 
tions; and must abandon the hope that the readers of the Mining Journal 
are sufficiently gullible to suppose that he could treat 2000 tons a month 
with profit, if he cannot treat 100 tons per month with an exactly propor- 
tional profit, as it must be a large machine that will treat evert 10 tons at 
a single operation. The only other inference which could be drawn from 
Mr. Galvert's letter is, that he requires 2000 tons per month in order to be 
able to treat 40 tons per month by each of his 50 processes, in order to as- 
certain whether any one of them is practically useful, which I very much 
doubt, because those who profess most usually do the least, and those who 
claim more than ordinary learning are seldom able to substantiate their 
Davin Ontey HuGues.

TREATMENT OF GOLD-BEARING ORES. 


Sir,—Mr. Mosheimer, in his letter of April 11, has made some remarks 
‘upon my letters, from which, I think, he has rather mistaken the purport 
of what I had written. I certainly do assert that the Chilian mill is the 
most perfect machine yet devised to work gold ores, but I by no means in 
all cases advocate its use, and I thought that this view of it was clearly 
put forth in my last letter. I did condemn the amalgamating pans at 
Garthgelt, and I even now cannot see in what they differ from two of the 
principles of the Chilian mill—that is, frietion for amalgamating, and the 
centrifugal action for separation, Nor do I think the application as easy, 
simple, or economical as the Chilian mill. 

It appears that I did Mr. Mosheimer some wrong when I gave my 
@pinion adverse to the practical success of some of his machinery, for I 
now infer from his letter that all the machinery he is erecting—stamps, 
grinders, and amalgamators—are such as he practically and successfully 
used in California. The matter simply, then, resolves into a question of 
Australian versus Californian practice. I have given details of the cost of 
working the Australian machines, and if Mr. Mosheimer will give details 
of the cost of the Californian machines the question will be settled.

GOLD EXTRACTION. 


S1r,—No subject is more simple, at the same time requiring great skill 
_and judgment, than the extraction of gold from the rock with which it is 
associated. ‘The first condition to be observed would be the proper selec- 
tion of that rock which was worth crushing. This should be reduced by 
stamps to the fineness of ordinary gravel, then submitted to a machine 
which, has a triturating or rubbing action. 

The following extract is from a patent taken out by me in 1853:— 

All auriferous ores are accompanied by iron, copper, manganese, lead, or some other 
metal, in the form of'sulphurets, arsenurets, oxides, or with mica and tale. These form 
what the Spanish miners call * malatia,’ causing much annoyance and difficulty in the 
extraction of gold and silver from their ores, more particularly when the mercurial pro- 
cess is resorted to. The gold particles are coated with this‘ malatia,’ which causes them 
to resist the affinity which they otherwise would have for the mercury, Another se- 
rious inconvenience arises from the talco-micaceous slates and iron forming a greasy 
substance, which floats on the surface of the mercury.” 

It is, therefore, essential that the selected rock should not only be re- 
duced to a fine state, but be well rubbed, in order to scour or remove all 
extraneous substances from.the minute particles of gold.. When in this 
prepared state it should be passed through a machine at the rate of not 
over 1 ton per hour, with a sufficient supply of water; then very small loss 
will be sustained. Any machine which is intended to admit of free gra- 
vitation of the gold particles must not be accompanied with too violent 
action of the water and reduced ore. Nodoubt at the lowest point a mer- 
curial chamber would be of advantage, which should be kept warm by a 
current of stream. 

If I were again to commence gold mining, my great object would he 
to reduce and treat a small quantity of that material only which was most 
likely to contain the gold, rather than — on everything, because some- 
thing like it contained gold.

GOLD MINING IN WALES. 
Sir,—I take it to be Mr. Reay’s meaning that, if proper judgment and 
care be evinced, gold mining can be successfully carried on in North Wales, 
but that at present such concomitants to success are wanting. I mustsay, 
from a personal knowledge of the mines, that I quite agree with him, for 
a bare visit to Dolgelly would convince any one that the two essentials to 
success in mining, economy and speed, are totaily disregarded. Most of 
the companies are superabandantly supplied with heavily salaried secretaries, engineers, 
captains, clerks, and agents, to an extent almost surprising ; while the work done at the 
- mines is absurdly insignificant. Months have been occupied in little more than tapping 
the lodes, cobbling up old water-wheels, and erecting temporary sheds to hold an amal- 
*gamating machine or two. An importation of one or two sound and sensible Cornish 
captains would bea great desideratum. I give the hint, let shareholders make en- 
quiries. It has been a practice to join several setts in one company, and ask an enormous 
xmount for the purchase. Theonly object of this can be to extract a larger amount from 
the public than could otherwise be done, I would only suggest that a“ Shareholder” 
should pay a vist to Dolgelly,and take a morning walk over and examine one sett, and 
if his legs do not tell him that it is sufficiently large to all intents and purposes I shall 
be strangely astonished. I will even go further, and say that half of many setts are 
sufficient for one company. It should be borne in mind that it is not the number of 
acres that renders a mine valuable, but its length on the lodes, 
_ Mr, Reay has also mentioned a very important fact, one which most engineers who 
know anything about gold will acknowledge—That a very smal! expenditure is suffi- 
gient to prove the practical value of a gold mine; and then it is only the amount re- 








quired to erect a certain number of stamps-heads and amaigamators, which to the ut- 
most extent required cannot cost more than a few thousands. If so, why do some com- 


#0 much when the capital is 150,0007., as it does if it is half that amount, It should be 
remembered that not thousands are required to be spent inclearing old levels and work- 
ings, as in many mines in Brazil. No pumping-engives being required, and plenty of 
water-power being available, mining can be most economically carried on in Wales, 
Shareholders in the andertakings supplied with such large capital should caicalate the 
enormous profits that must be made to pay anything like a dividend.

; TREATMENT OF POOR COPPER ORES. 

S1r,—I noticed in last week’s Journal the not very mild insinuations of 
your correspondent, “‘G. W. A.,” respecting my analysis and report of the 
Gourock Mine copper ore, and the process that I recommended for treat- 
ing the same. I have no doubt the mining public in general would have 
had much greater pleasure in reading, and probably been much more en- 
lightened on this interesting subject, had “ G. W. A.” explained his theory 
for the extraction of copper from sandstone, containing (say) 1°25 to 2°25 
per cent. of copper, and 10 to 18 per cent. of lime, with other soluble matter 
than copper, with the same amount of hydrochloric acid as an ore of the 
same produce for copper, and but 2 to 3 per cent. of lime and other solu- 
ble matter. Since we have at these mines raised, worked over, and ex- 
tracted the copper from 75,000 to 80,000 tons of sandstone, containing an 
average produce of 1°40 per cent. for copper, during the last five and a half 
ears, I think “G. W. A.” will allow that we ought at least to know a 
ittle about the practical knowledge of such operations, if, as he says, we 
are so ignorant of the theory of the process. ad “G. W. A.” wrote in 
a fair and friendly spirit, with less theoretical puff, and endorsed the letter 
with his name, I would have given some details which might have been 
interesting to “‘G, W. A.” with respect to the extraction of copper from 
sandstone by hydrochloric acid, and which possibly would convince him 
that the process I recommended for the extraction of the copper from the 
Gourock sandstone was a feasible one, but under present circumstances I 
shall take no further notice of any other letters that may appear in your 
valuable paper on this subject.

Sir,—I think that the experience of the several companies who re- 
worked Wheal Vor, Wheal Alfred, East Crinnis, and a few other old 
deep mines in Cornwall will make capitalists think and deliberate before 
they invest in such mines again. Wheal Vor was about 300 fathoms deep 
when the present company took possession, and they expended 250,000/. 
beyond the amount received for tin sold (150,0007.), most of which was 
raised from Wheal Metal, which is still a good mine. The old mine is under water. 
The first working of Wheal Alfred was profitable. The second working, under Messrs. 
Taylor, ended in @ loss of about 80,000/., and the third and last working ended in a loss 
of about 100,0007, East Crinnis was first worked by Messrs. Taylor and Co., who realised 
therefrom about 100,0092. The last company lost about 140,0007. Godolphin Mine was 
worked firstly by Messrs. Williams and Co., who profited about 90,0007 ; but the sub- 
sequent workers lost about as much. ‘The last-named mine was not very deep, but very 
poor indeed, when abandoned by Messrs. Williams. If capitalists are not superior to 
all advice, I will veature to recommend them to invest their money in shallow mines, 
and in virgin ground, where lodes of the proper description are known to exist; for in 
‘such mines, for a small outlay, valuable discoveries are probable. You can test a dozen 
small mines with the sum required to work one of the deep mines, such as those above 
mentioned. Some attempts have been made to get up a company for re-working Wheal 
Abraham. The company who abandoned the mine in 1825 divided about 200,000J. ; 
but it should be known that before the commencement of the dividends the company had 
expended just as much as they afterwards received.

It ison the 
probability of meeting with the rich ran of ore ground in the 115 and in the 130 that 
the mine is considered by myself and many others such a good speculation at the pre- 
sent low price; for the mine is in only 5120 shares, and, therefore, at 314 per share, it 
is only equal to 234, supposing the mine had been in 6000 shares.

THE CARADON AND LUDCOTT DISTRICT—No. II. 


-For a considerable portion of the information contained in this 
.jollowing number, an acknowledgment is due to Messrs. Webb 
h, from whose valuable and interesting pamphlet on the Liskeard 
uch of the following has been gleaned. Everyone interested in 
th <isingly important portion of Cornwall, and desirous of becoming 
thoroughly acquainted with the district, should possess themselves of a 
copy. From the most elevated point of the Caradon cone, which is more than 1200 feet 
above the sea, a complete panoramic view of the copper, tin, and lead mines surround- 
: | ing it may be obtained: this, then, is naturally the spot first sought by the enquiring 
' visitor, Onaclear day the view from here is magnificent. Southward, the eye rests 

' on the important outpost of Tiymouth, 20 miles distant, from whence can be traced the 
coast, trending westward for a considerable distance, the country undulating towards it 
in every variety of shane, the hills actually crowned with woods, villages, and agricul- 
tural enclosures. Eastward, across the deep and beautiful Tynber valley, can be seen 
distinctly relieved against the high ground and elevated tors of Dartmoor, the copper 
mines grouped aroand Kit Hill and Hingston Down. Turning to the north and west, 
the contrast is startling; Bodmin Moors presenting nothing that can please the eye. 

In this general view features peculiar to a mining country impress themselves particu- 

larly on his attention. The great number of tall houses and stacks, together with the 

immense heaps of debris defacing the country, amongst which mine buildings, ore floors, 
and every variety of timber erections, are confusedly interspersed. He sees with in- 
terest that a railway has been brought from the coast even to this height, winding around 
the coniform granitic tors in all directions, conveying away the ores for sHipment, and 
returning those necessaries for the mines indispensable to their existence. This rail- 
way also winds around until it reaches the summit of the celebrated Cheesewring and 
other tors, from the quarries of which it transports many thousand tons of merchantable 
i granite. This line pays remarkably well, and is now being improved to allow of its 
being worked by locomotive power, the steep inclines being avoided. Hitherto the gra- 
nite, ores, &c., have descended towards the port by their own gravitation, the imports 
being drawn up by horse-power. 

This cone being the distinctive physical feature of the district, and situated, as it is, 
about the centre of the mines, wil! in the following notes be often referred to, in order 
that as clear an idea as possible may be obtained of the relative position of each mine. 
The prominent metals found in the district are copper, lead, and tin; and, as a rule, 
these are not intermixed, but each is confined to a particular locality. Thus, there is 
the channel of ground containing principally copper lodes, which ranges from Great Ca- 
} radon, Caradon Vale, &c., along the southern junction of granite to Warleggan. Then, 
2 again, there ate the large parallel lodes north of Caradon Hill, which have backed up to 

surface for tin; while the lead zone, commencing at North Wrey, takes a southerly 
direction to the old and valuable silver-lead mine at Herodsfoot. We shall take these 
in the order named, just noticing the stream-works in the district. 

There are superficial deposits of tin in grains, or finely comminuted, occurring in frag- 
mentary patchesin places inferior in height to the surrounding tract, and are generally 
supposed to have been washed out of the veins which traverse the neighbouring hills. 
The tin is intimately intermixed with deposits of clay, sand, &c., though, from its spe- 
cific weight, the most valuable portion is most frequently found in the lowest layer of 
of such deposit. These have been turned over and over from the most remote period, 
many of them being still worked ; #mproved hinery and i ing value of the 
metal enabling successive generations to work them profitably. Thosein this district 
are, however, considered exhausted; the ore at Gonamena (a yawning chasm, with pre- 

i clpitous sides, half a mile in length) having been worked to some depth by an adit. 
‘| There is also a large one at West Phoenix; at Oryllaand Tremare there are some small 
4 deposits. Judging from the deep and extended excavations, immense returns of tin

t CaRrapon Group oF Mrines.—The portion of the district which we have termed the 
t Caradon group includes about twenty-five mines, and is 10 miles in length, These 
- mines work about thirty parallel copper veins, some few containing a little tin. They 
‘ presert a general bearing of 8° west of north for the whole distance, thus going west 
1 they lose the junction of killas with granite, which accompanies the lodes as far as Cara- 
don United, a northerly bend there of the granite leaving the mines some little distance 
in the killas, consequently argentiferous galena is also found here. It is not pretended 
: that these lodes continue in one unbroken line for the whole distance, as they may 
4 dwindle to a thread-like form, or disappear altogether in some distanee. These veins are 
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intersected at nearly right angles by numerous well-defined and mostly powerful cross- 
courses, a few of which leave or dislocate the lodes some fathoms to the right hand, 
4 with the single exception of the boundary cross-course, which is of immense width, 
and bisecting the entire district heaves the lodes considerably to the left.

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Meetings of Mining Companies. 


TINCROFT MINING COMPANY. 


A general and special general meeting of shareholders was held at the 

company’s offices, Great Winchester-street, on Tuesday, 
Mr. Joun Frevp in the chair. 

The Cuarrman said the shareholders were aware that there were two 
meetings to be held—one, the ordinary general meeting for the transaction 
of the genera! business of the company ; and the other, a special meeting for the purpose 
of considering certain additions to, and alterations in, the present rules and regulations, 
pursuant to the resolution passed at the special general meeting held on December 1. He 
thought it would be more convenient if the business of the ordinary meeting were first 
ith 


with. 

Mr. Harry Titty (of Falmouth) thought it would be preferable ifthe business of the 
special meeting were first disposed of. 

The Cuarrman sald he Lad no objection, provided that no diMiculty would come after. 

After some conversation, it was agreed that the business of the special meeting should 
be first considered, upon which 

Mr. Hiram WiiiiaMs (the secretary) read the notice convening the special meeting. 

The Cuarnmawn said that at the last meeting a resolution was passed to the effect that 
it was desirable sach alterations should be made in the old scrip rules as would make 
them consistent with the Cost-book System. Their solicitor (Mr. R. W. Childs) was 
thereupon inctructed to prepare the necessary alterations and amendments to be sub- 
mitted for consideration at the present meeting. Mr. Childs had conferred with the 
directors upon that subject, and the opinion of counsel (Mr. J. H. Lioyd) had been taken 
upon the moifications and alterations ‘which were about to be submitted. 

Mr. Titty thought the meeting should be, in the first place, informed what had led 
to the alterations in the rules, and why the old scrip constitution had not. been continued. 

The Cuarrnman said the reason was that under the new Act it was considered doubtful 
whether the company were not obliged to register; and Seing under the old scrip 
constitution-—therefore one of questionable legality—it was held that it could not be 
continued as such, The opinion of Mr. J. H. Lioyd was taken upon the subject, who 
recommended that the Cost-book System should be adopted. 

Mr. Carips gave at some length the legal history of the company, and explained the 
reasons which had brought about the necessity of abrogating the old scrip constitution. 
(These were reported in detal! in the proceedings of the last special meeting, which ap- 
peared in the Mining Journal of Dec. 10.) He proceeded to say that at the last meet- 
ing he showed it to be very essential that in Iteration in the constitution of the 
company there should be unanimity—a onenes¥of purpose. The resolutions prepared 
by Mr. Lioyd were submitted to the special meeting held in December, and were ana- 
nimously adopted. Since that period 5660 out of the 6000 shares had been registered 
in the cost-book ; and of the shares yct unregistered some of the scrip had been lost. 
Although he could not say that the new constitution was entirely complete, yet, he was 
gind to say, it was very nearly so. After the special resolutions had been passed at the 
last meeting, it was necessary to prepare for submission to the shareholders such altera- 
tions in the existing rules as might be necessary or proper for the future government of 
the company, and that duty had, consequently, devolved upon their solicitor. The 
alterations, however, which he had to gubmit had been drawn out under the sanction 
and with the advice of Mr. Lloyd. The view of that eminent counsel was, that no al- 
teration should be made more than was absolutely necessary. 

Mr. Titty wished to understand whether the shareholders upon the present occa- 
sion met under the Cost-book System ?—Mr. Cartps sald the only reply he could make 
to that question was to refer Mr. Tilly to the cost-book. 

Mr. Tuomas Frecp said, as the cost-book had been opened, and it had been declared 
that 5660 out of 6000 shares had been registered, to all intents and purposes the pre- 
sent was a cost-book meeting. 

The CuairnMan said he thought the course they should be disposed to adopt upon the 
present occasion was this—acting under advice, and to the best of their judgment, they 
would submit certain alterations in what they conceived to be the rales which governed 
this company. If they were approved, well and good; but if disapproved, he thought 
the opinion of the meeting ought to be taken whether all the rales should be done away 
with. The directors would offer no opposition to such a course beyond this—that they 
were not prepared to put a resolution tothat effect upon the present occasion. It would 
be necessary to call another special meeting, at which every shareholder should be ap- 
prised of what was proposed. If the large majority should be of opinion it was in their 
interest that the mine should be conducted upon such a system, the directors would offer 
no opposition to it; but it would, perhaps, save a great deal of unnecessary discussion if 
the proposed alterations were first read, and then the opinions of the shareholders could 
be ascertained.— Mr. Cuitps having read the alterations referred to, 

The Cuatrman said, before putting the alterations seriatim, it would be better to 
take the opinion of the meeting apon them as a whole. 

Mr. TILty said the meeting should clearly anderstand that it was the desire of the 
last meeting that the Tincroft Mine should be placed under the Cost-book System, and 
made subject to the Stannaries, which might be called a paternal government. At the 
last meeting, as he understood it, the mine was conclusively brought under that system, 
and ifso the company was subject to the jurisdiction of the Stannaries, under which 
there were certain rules and regulations that were applicable to this and every other 
mine similarly constituted—rules that were well-settled, well-known. and under which 
the greatest mines in Cornwall had been successfully worked fora length of time. Under 
that system there was no want of lawyers, Why, he had been for some years the mana- 
ger of one of the Jargest mines in Cornwal!, and during the whole of that period the 
company had not expended 30s. in law. The rales of the Stannaries were well esta- 
biished, and nothing farther was required for the effective and satisfactory government 
of this—the Tincroft Mine. Sut, under any circumstances, the shareholders, as partners, 
could certainly agree upon any code of rules and regulations they choose. He was quite 
prepared on the part of his friends, who held something like 5000 shares, to indemnify 
the ex-directors against any claims that might be made upon them forany outstand- 
ihg labilities, his object being that the mine under the cost-book should be fairly 
started, and that {t should not be trammelled with directors, secretaries, or anything 
else, but that it should be commenced as a strict cost-book mine, end conducted pre- 
efsely similar to the great mines in Cornwall. He thought the first step should be to 
abrogate and rescind all the present rules, for they were ouly applicable to scrip com- 
panies, but inapplicable to the Cost-book System. 

A SHAREMOLDER said the rea! question they had to decide was, which would be the 
best course to pursue to increase the value of the property. 

The Cuataman said it was very plain that the nakedtrath was in that question, for 
although he believed Tincroft to be a valuable property, yet some rather extravagant 
statements had recently been published in some of the public Journals. 

Mr, Perer WarTson enquired to what particalar journal the Chairman referred ? 

The Cnatnman replied the Mining Journal, in which the Truro correspondent stated 
many things which were not justified by results, but which seem to bear the sem- 
Diance of authority. 

Capt. Tgacve stated that he would take the present opportunity of vindicating him- 
self in that respect, by stating that he had nothing whatever to do with the article of 
the Truro correspondent of the Mining Journal, to which reference had been made by 
the Chairman 

Mr. Titty, referring to the objects of the meeting, said that he considered the first 
step to be taken that the rules and regulations hitherto in use for the management of 
the Tincroft Mine as a scrip company, being Inapplicable to a cost-book mine, should 

brogated a inded. Then for a proposition to be made that the proposed 
amended rules and regulations should be adopted, upon which he (Mr.Tilley) would move 
an amendment. 

Mr. Cuttps said his instractions at the last meeting were to the effect that he was 
not to substitute a new code of rules, but to prepare certain necessary alterations and 
additions to the existing rules. 

Mr. E. Buroess enquired whether it would not bea fair interpretation of Mr. Lioyd’s 
opinion if a resolation were passed to the effect that the rales of the Tincroft Mine be 
in future the rules laid down by the Stannaries of Cornwall ? 

Mr. Caitys thought It would be extremely dificult to find such rales; at any rate, 
they were not in the Statute Book. 

The CuatrMan considered ‘it would be a waste of time to put the proposed amended 
roles sertatim; and, therefore, he should propose that they be taken as a whole, upon 
which an amendment could be moved. 

Mr. Mcuwper thought the whole difficulty would be surmounted if the ex-directors 
consented to disqualify themselves for the position by reducing their stake from twenty- 
five to (say) twenty-four shares. 

Mr. Batrenrs said the opinions of the directors were pretty wel! known upon the sub- 
ject, and thought that if Mr. Mandey’s suggestion were adopted the whole matter could 
be arranged satisfactorily to a large majority of the shareholders. 

After some farther discussion, it was agreed that the special meeting should be ad- 
journed until next day, when the business of the ordinary meeting was proceeded with. 


The Cnarnman read the following report from Captain Teague :— 

April 11,—Highburrow Lode: In the 195, driving west of engine-shaft, the lode at 
present is poor.

the time of the last annual general meeting, was in due course erected ; and the en- 
gine-shaft has subsequently been sunk to adepth of 33 fathoms ; levels have been driven 
both north and south, at 20 and 30 fms.; good orey ground has been opened up, and 
several tribute pitches recently set at 5s., 8s., and 10s, in 1/, For the last three months 
regular sampling and sales of ore have taken place. The quantity in January realised 
106/,; Feb., 140/.; and March, about 1807.; collectively about 4207. The amount in 
March is a sampling just been made of about 21 tons, and tendered for at 8/. 2s. 6d. for 
20 tons, and 18/. 2s. 64. for 1 ton; but judging from the several tests made by eminent 
and long-established assayers, there is reason to believe the price obtained, in every 
case, ought to have been greater, and this keeps alive the question mooted at a former 
meeting, whether it will not be desirable hereafter to reduce the ore into metal on the 
premises. The theory laid down that the gossan would prove richer for silver as depth 
was attained seems substantiated to a great extent; but there is still difference of 
opinion whether the extraordinary quantities of silver gossan will result in copper or 
lead lodes.

Copper Ore FROM YUDANAMUTANA.—We had an opportunity on Monday of seeing at 
the railway-station some extraordinary specimens of ore which had arrived by the Lubra. 
The weight of the whole, we understand, is nearly 8 tons, one magnificent block weighing 
nearly 4 tons. We are not able to say what is the estimated percentage of copper in 
the ores, but, from their appearance, we should think it was large. The conveyance of 
such large blocks such a distance must have involved very great labour, and a visit to 
them by those interested in such matters would well repay the trouble. 

Bismeta—New Export.—A short time since we called attention to the reported dis- 
covery of bismuth in the copper mines of the Far North. Since then the subject has 
awakened iderabie interest among persons connected with mining, and a search for 
this now valuable metal has been vig yp ted. A correspondent sends us the 
following :—‘“ There are now at Mr. Noltenius’s store, Gilbert-place, four bags of ore, a 
sample of which contained 73 per cent. of bismuth. These bags of ore, weighing 457 lbs., 
were brought down last week from the mines of the Northern Mineral Association, by 
Messrs. Burtt and Frost, who left Adelaide on Jan. 23, proceeded to the company’s pro- 
perty near Yudanamutana, got the samples of bismuth ore, and returned with it to town 
on Feb. 11, being absent from Adelaide altogether nineteen days, seven of which were 
occupied in bringing the ore a distance of about 100 miles, owing to the only horses they 
were able to procure being nearly knocked up ‘before starting from Yudanamutana. 
Messrs. Frost and Burtt state that these samples were taken from two lodes on the 
Stanley Mine, one of them running nearly east and west, and showing on the surface 
for a distance of about 20 yards about 4 ft. in width, with veins of oxide of bismuth 
showing in the copper. The other lode is 300 yards to the west of the former, and 
is likely to be a continuation of it. The lode shows an outcrop of solid oxide of bis- 
muth, varying from 18 in. to 2 ft. in width, and can be traced along the surface a dis- 
tance of 30 or 40 yards, the back of it in one place being about 5 ft. wide, composed of 
gossan, containing small portions of bismuth, nearly pure. The run of this lode is to 
the sovth-east, and apparently making into the two sections belonging to the Welcome 
copper lodes, adjoining the Stanley Mine.”— South Australian Register, Feb. 25. 

The South Australian Advertiser, Feb. 25, says:—“* The mining interest continues 
steadily progressive ; but we have nothing very special to report since the date of our 
last summary.

age, river valleys, and their origin; old river gravels and prehistoric human remains ; 
historical elevation of the country ; and the special effects of the physical geology of the 
country on population and industry. The style of the lectures is highly instructive and 
popular, and well calculated to impart a sound general knowledge of the subjects on 
which they treat.

form the information which the practical man usually collects in all kinds of carelees 
scraps that swell his note-book to an enormous balk, and are never to be found when 
wanted. The book contains innumerable engravings of the various machinery used 
by those in the professions we have named, whilst the prices, weights, &c., which 
are added, vastly augment the utility of the work. The particulars relating to any- 
thing from a chisel to a foreign consul, or from a copying press to a Cornish boiler, can 
be at once ascertained ; and so far as the machinery is copcerned a pretty accurate 
opinion of the suitability of an apparatus for a given purpose may be formed from the 
facilities offered for comparison. A number of useful tables are given as an appendix ; 
indeed, nearly the whole usually found in “ engineers’ pocket books,” and of actual 
practical utility to the engineer will be found there. 





PETROLEUM AND ITS Propucts—CHartiER’s Patent.—This inven- 
tion, the specification of which was recently filed, relates to various applications of pe- 
troleam and its products. Among other compositions, a solvent for removing grease 

is described as consisting of petroleam combined with nitro-benzine; also a var- 
nish composed of resin, or gum resins, dissolved in petroleum ; and a damp-proof coat- 
ivg produced by combining petroleum with paint, tarpentine, caoutchouc, and a “ zuma- 
tic” drier. Methods of vulcanising, de-vulcanising, and dissolving caoutchouc by means 
of petroleum are also described, and a compound for the first of these objects is set forth 
as consisting of rectified petroleum d with sulphur, and bined with chloride 








cr bromide of sulphur. A particular combination of three products of the distillation of 
petroleum is expecially as applicable in carrying out the invention.

BRITISH MINES. 


ABERDOVEY.—A. Ede: We have holed the winze to the 42, and put in a prop in 
the bottom to bring the staff in the wagon, also put in a sollar in the winze; four men 
commenced stoping there to-day, the other two are cutting through the lode in the bot- 
tom of the winze, to prove its size and value. We have not yet seen the footwall of the 
lode under the 32. The machinery ts in good order and working well. 

ATLAS.—J. Warren, April 15: We took down the lode in the bettom levels yester- 
day, and find it to be 14 inches wide in the eastern end, composed of flaor-spar, white 
mundic, and tin, worth for the latter 202. per fm., and is of the same value in the back, 
bottom, and breast of the level ; it carries two regular walls, and gives every indication 
of being a continuous shoot of ore.

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New York, Marcu 31.—Since our last we have experienced an ex- 
traordinary change in the price of gold. A heavy decline has come so 
unexpectedly that the business of the whole country has been brought te 
a stand, and the public at large are at a loss what to do under the cif- 
cumstances. It is difficult to solve the question whether this is only one 
of the sudden fluctuations incidental to a paper currency, or whether the 
Measures adopted by Congress will enable the Government to raise the necessary means 
without resorting to additional issues of paper. From October to January gold re- 
mained, without great variations, at 32 per cent. premium, and the subsequent rise of 
40 per cent. was undoubtedly mainly the result of a want of confidence in the ability of 
the Administration to overcome the financial difficulties, and the threatened opposition 
of the Democratic party. For the moment there is evidently a great improvement in 
this respect, although no military successes have occurred. No serious political con- 
vulsions in the North and West are feared; Government stocks have risen in value, for 
the first time during fifteen months the legal tender notes are freely converted into 
bonds, and the duties are being paid in coin. On the other hand, no large loans have 
yet been placed by the Secretary of the Treasury, the importations are heavy, the ship- 
ments of produce small, and a good deal of gold is exported. All kinds of merchandise 
have, of course, more or jess declined in value: but,on the whole, there is # disposition 
not to part too hastily with imported goods. The highest point for gold was 172 per 
cent., the lowest 139 per cent.; to-day’s quotation is 149 per cent., and exchange on 
London 165 per cent. 

Tr.—Straits advanced during the first week in March, with sales of 8000 slabs, to 
57% c., but the price has since given way to 50c., at which rate a forced sale of 1500 
slabs was effected. During the last week no business is effected, holders having with- 
drawn from the market. The stock is in few hands, and is easily controlled in the face 
of favourable foreign advices. Of Banca the stock is small; 1000 siabs were sold as 
high as 56% to 57\c., but we quote 55c. nominally. English is nominally 46c., but 
sales have been made at lower figures. The importations amount to 1400 slabs Straits 
drrect; 5000 ingots, English ; 250 slabs Banca. There is not a pound on the way from 
the East Indies, nor can we expect any shipments to be made. We estimate the stocks 
in first hands at 24,000 slabs Straits, 4000 slabs Banca, and 120 tons English, equal to 
3600 slabs—making a total in Boston and New York of 31,600 slabs.

Gotp AMALGAMATING Macuinery.—Some ne in the ma- 
chinery employed in the separation of gold and silver from their ores by 
the agency of mercury have recently been patented by Mr. J. Mosheimer, 
of Dolgelly. The invention consists first in the use of metal mullers, re- 
volving in a circular pan or annular trough, the bottom of which is flat, or nearly so, 
and upon which the materials to be triturated and amalgamated are spread. The mallers 
consist of suitably shaped blocks of metal, or of wood and metal, shod with a plate of 
iron or steel, which is grooved or channelled on its under surface, any sultable number, 
four for example, being attached to a cross-head fixed on a vertical shaft, in the centre 
of the pan, suitable arrangements being made for raising or lowering the cross-head on 
the shaft, for the purpose of regulating the under side of the mullers, and the bottom of 
the pan. <A groove or grooves is formed in the bottom of the pan for holding mercury, 
and channels lined with copper are formed in the upright sides of the pan, in which the 
amalgam collects, and may be removed at intervals. A number of these machines may 
be arranged side by side, and driven by one shaft, passing underneath the pans, and gear- 
ing with the upright shaft, to which the mullers are attached, the pans being supported 
upon feet, and connected at the top, to form a continuous table. Steam is introduced 
beneath the false bottom of the pan for applying heat, and facilitating the amalgamation, 





Wueat Messer—Martyrn rv. Grar.—In this case, which was tried 
before Mr. Justice Byles, at the Bristol Assizes,on April 7 and 8, the jury, 
as was last week reported, found a verdict for the plaintiff for 2362. 7s. 4d., 
for goods supplied to Wheal Messer, Lanivet, Cornwall. Yesterday Mr. 
Montague Smith, Q.C., applied to the full Court of Common Pleas, at Westminster, for 
a new trial, on the ground that the learned Judge who tried the cause had misdirected 
the jury.

for bringing it into metal; or, making a small allowance for extras, such as accidente, 
&c., the utmost cost of preparing the tin for market ought not, I think, to exceed £1 per 
per ton, leaving a profit of £1 8s. per ton of stuff, out of which would have to be de- 
ducted the cost of carrying the tin to the place of sale, the expenses of management, and 
the royalty to be paid to the Government. After these are deducted, there would still, 
according to the above calculation, remain a clear profit of full 100 percent. * * 
From the result of all these trials, therefore, I cannot but come to the conclusion that a 
large quantity of ground will be found in this part, the eastern of the sett, which will 
produce on an average from 24% to 3 per cent. of metallic tin. About 500 ims. to the 
west of this deposit another series of extensive workings are met with ; a larger aumber 
6f branches have apparently intersected each other at this point, and formed an im- 
tense mass of tinny ground. It has been worked by an open cutting from the surface

With these views, [ cannot but recommend that a vigorous prosecution of the mining 
works be commenced as soon as convenient. 
















EXTRACT FROM REPORT OF EVAN HOPKINS, ESQ. 

According to a rough estimate, on a scale of (say) 500 tons per week of raw material, 
the breaking, hauling, stamping, dressing, smelting, including general charges, may be 
effected at a cost not exceeding £1 perton. And if the product on an average produces 
only the value of £2 per ton of the raw material, it will leave a profit on the operations 
of 100 percent. According to the present price of tin, the samples tested vary in quality 
from the value of £2 to £2 8s. per ton of the raw material, However, in working on 
the large scale, a large amount of rock of inferior quality will become, doubtless, mixed 
with the richer parts ; therefore, we should bear this in mind in making our estimates. 
I think £2 would be a fair and safe estimate value per ton. * * * I belleve from 
the appearance of tiie general character of the greund, the number and junction of the 
productive joints, &c., that it is capable of producing very large quantities of stuff of 
the above average value to a moderate depth below the level of theadit. The ground 
under the western superficial excavation to the depth of the adit will, I believe, produce 
a very large quantity of stuff of a higher percentage than the rock below the adit in the 
eastern workings. 

From the foregoing testimony it will be observed that the produce of the entire mass 
of tinstone is equal to an average of 2 per cent, of white or metallic tin; and that the 
ore around, above the water level, is sufficient for a very extended working, rendering 
the application of pumping machinery for years to come entirely unnecessary. 

The tin is free from arsenic and any other deleterious subst. , and requir

The executive committee recommends that the general committee employ an actuary 
to state the amount required to be set aside for the continuation of this allowance for 
15 years, and also a suitable sum for provision for the surviving widows, at tho end of 
the term of 15 years, for their lives, 


In accordance with the foregoing, W. F. Birkmyre, Esq., actuary to the North British 
and Mercantile Insurance Company, was requested to undertake the requisite calculations. 
The committee do not consider it necessary to give that gentleman's report in extenso 
here, publicity having already been given to it; bat the result of his investigation is, 
that a sum of £35,252 11s. 3d. will require to be invested, to provide for the allow- 
ance for the next fifteen years, by which time all the children will be off the fund; and 
a further sum of £15,176 14s. 9d. will be necessary to continue the widows and infirm 
adults at the same rates throughout the remainder of life after the expiration of that 
period —making a total of £50,429 6s. as the fund to be invested to meet the allowances 
for the whole duration of life from the present time. 

The executive mend the adoption of this report ; but to thesum named, £50,429, 
they propose to ald £4 £4571, making a total of £55,000. In explanation, the executive 
would state that this addition is made to meet three important items, not included in 
Mr. Birkmyre’s estimate—viz., education of the children ; medical attendance; ex- 
penses of management, &c., and ‘claims still pending; and, looking at the period over 
which the administration of this fund is likely to extend, they cannot estimate the 
amount required at a smaller sum. 

Should this committee determine to retain £55,000, in accordance with the foregoing 
report and recommendation, there will exist an unappropriated balance of £20,440, being 
one-fourth of the amount subscribed; and the question arises,—How ought this surplus 
to be dealt with? Believing, as the executive do, that this committee, with the sanc- 
tion of the subscribers, ought to deal with it, and, strengthened by the special instruc- 
tions accompanying many of the larger subscriptions, they have not hesitated to pre- 
pare a plan for its appropriation, which, after mature reflection, they submit to this 


committee for consideration. 
DISPOSAL OF SURPLUS. 


The executive committee, having had under consideration the most equitable mode of 
dealing with the surplus, recommend to the general committee its division among the 
coal mining districts of England, Scotland, and Wales, making the number of coal miners 
in each district the basis of the division. Of such districts there are twelve. 

With the view of carrying this recommendation into effect, they propose :— 

1st.—To ascertain from H.M.’s Inspectors of Mines, or in any otber way which may 
be suggested as more reliable and expeditious, the number of coal miners in each dis- 
trict. In the event of the executive being unable to obtain reliable information as to 

the number of miners in each district, it has been suggested that the quantity of coals 
raised would form a tolerably correct basis, or the numher of fatal avcidents occurring 
in each district might be assumed for this purpose. 

24.—To inform the chief magistrates of the principal borough or boroughs in, and 
H.M.’s Inspector of Mines for, each district, of the intentions of this committee, request- 
ng them to organise influential committees in their respective districts; three respon- 
sible members of such committees to be nominated as trustees. 

34.—That at the expiration of six months from March 1 next, the surplus which may 
then be found to exist to be handed over to such local committees, in the proportions to 
which each may be entitied, to be appiled to the relief of suffering occasioned by colliery 
accidents, in the way which may appear to them most desirable. 

While thus leaving the sectional committees to be guided by circumstances in ad- 
ministering relief, this committee, impressed with the necessity of stimulating prudence 
and forethought amongst miners, would most earnestly recommend to the various local 
committees the desirability of encouraging, with the means thus placed at their disposal, 
the establishment of Permanent Relief Funds in their respective localities, and of aiding 
those already in operation. 

4th.—That the utmost publicity be given to the intentions of this committee, and so 
far as practicable the consent of the subscribers asked to this proposal; any subscriber 
objecting to such an application of the surplus can have his proportion thereof, one-fourth 
of his subscription, returned to him, or disposed of in any other way which he may in- 
dicate, on giving notice to the secretary, in writing to that effect, on or before the first 
of September next, and all subscribers not doing so to be held as assenting parties to 
this scheme. 

In the event of any surplus remaining after all claims on the Hartley Fund are fully 
satisfied, such surplus to be divided in the same way as is hereinbefore proposed, with 
respect to the present surplus of £20,440.

JomnT PARTNERSHIP ComPantes. — Will you kindly inform your readers the usual cost 
for registration of partnerships comprising more than 20 persons, and as formed before 
the Act of 1862; and would it be well to register any partnership before the “ Part- 
nership Law Amendment Bill,” brought in by Mr. Scholefield, and as read the second 
bar in the House of Commons, on the presumption it may become passed as law, &c. ? 

—Q.—[The cost of registration would depend upon circumstances, the sum being 
regulated by theamountof the nominal capital. It would certainly be well to 
at once under the “ Companies Act, 1862.” The “ Partnership Law Amendment Bill” 
would never work satisfactorily when applied to a mine adventare (though for some 
purposes we consider the measure of inestimable value), because, assuming the com- 
mittee and officers to be willing to accept the great responsibility of “ general partners,” 
the adventurers as “limited partners” could take no part in the management without, 
incurring the responsibility of ‘* general ;” and the transfer of one’s in 
would be extremely difficult, if not practically impossible.

LEAD, AND LEAD ALLOYS. 


| Some twelve months since we published the result of a series of interest- 
| ing experiments conducted by Prof. Crace-Calvert, with the view of as- 
| certaining the extent of the injurious action of lead piping upon water to 
| be used for domestic purposes, when it was found that water which had 
passed through, or remained a given time in, ordinary lead pipes was 
purer than that which had passed through or remained a similar time in 
either extra-tinned piping or virgin lead piping; and another set of equally 
important researches in connection with lead have since been made by 
Prof. Crace-Calvert and Mr, Richard Johnson, the object being to exa- 
mine into the action of sulphuric acid upon lead. The results obtained 
are equally curious; the pure lead is most rapidly attacked; next the vir- 
gin lead, which is very nearly pure; and, lastly, the common lead. 

It has been generally supposed that the purer a metal the less it is acted 
upon by acids; and Messrs. Crace-Calvert and Johnson considered it very 
desirable to ascertain, at least, whether the generally received opinion was 
correct as regards lead. They commenced with sulphuric acid on com- 
mercial lead, because that metal is extensively employed in the constrac- 
tion of those large chambers in which sulphuric acid is manufactured; this 
course combined scientific interest with practical utility. 

In the experiments which they instituted they employed sulphuric acid 
of various degrees of concentration and purity in different volumes at various 
temperatures, and for various periods of time. They have made use of two 
kinds of commercial lead, choosing as types the two extremes in respect of 
purity—common sheet lead representing ordinary impure lead and virgin 
or Derbyshire pig-lead. They have also thought it desirable to examine 
the action of chemically pure lead. ‘The common lead, upon assay, gave 
—Lead, 98°8175; tin, 0°3955; iron, 0°3604; copper, 0°4026; zinc, traces 
99°9760: and the virgin lead gave—Lead, 99°2060; tin, 0:0120; iron, 
0°3246; copper, 04374; zinc, traces—99'9800, At the ordinary tempera- 
ture (18° to 20° cent.) perfectly pure sulphuric acid of the density stated 
dissolved from a square metre of surface the following quantities (in 
grammes) of each kind of lead:—

tacked, and thet in a ratio which is very curious and instructive. The 
result of the fifteen-day experiment fully confirms the ten-day experiment, 
and even with heated acid a similar result is obtained.

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Although the Committee for administering the Hartitey CoLiiery

According to the scheme put forward in the committee’s report, the 
survivors of the Hartley colliers will yo 55,0002. (in addition to the 
27921. 16s, 8d. already expended upon them) to provide for their support, 
whilst of the 83,0002. subscribed only 17002. will be available for esta- 
blishing a permanent relief fund in each of the inspection districts; but 
we confidently believe that even this small amount in the hands of local 
committees of influence and integrity may be made to form the nucleus of 
relief funds which will afford the subscribers of the Hartley Fund the gra- 
tification of knowing that their charity has been prcductive of lasting 
good, notwithstanding the circumstances of the Hartley committee proving 
very bad financiers. The small balance which it is proposed to distribute 
amongst the twelve inspection districts will be handed over to the respec- 
tive committees on Sept. 1 next; and the Hartley committee very gene-

Several influential companies being in course of formation in this country 
for working mineral properties in Germany, we assume that a brief shetch 
of the general German commercial law, so far as it relates to joint-stock 
companies, will not be uninteresting, more especially as we think we have 
long since convinced our readers that whére a company is formed for car- 
rb on @ business not within the United Kingdom it is highly desirable 

/at the company should take the necessary steps for being recognised as 
“ach both at home and in the country where the works are to be carried 
on. With respect to Germany, the laws are, fortunately, sufficiently si- 
milar to our own to admit of the rules and regulations of the company 
being so framed as to comply in every particular with the Companies 
Act, 1862, and at the same time to ensure the necessary Official sanction 
abroad. A few years since this advantage could not be secured, and hence 
it was that by the attempt being made to avail of the more liberal laws 
then existing on the Continent, the company was not legally recognised 
here, and the shareholders were practically at the mercy of the company, 
who themselves were responsible only to a foreign power. 

According to the German commercial law, a trading company is defined 
to be a Joint-stock company, where all the shareholders take part only by 
contributions, without being themselves personally bound for the liabilities 
of the company. Joint-stock companies can only be founded with the 
sanction of the State. The companies’ deeds may be much of the nature of 
our own Memorandum of Association with table A annexed, and must be 
ape at the Court of Commerce for the district. Persons trading be- 
a registration are individually responsible, All resolutions altering the 
deed require a notarial Act, and the State’s sanction. A fixed amount of 
interest cannot be conditioned for or paid—the dividends must be out of 
profits only.

The question then occurred to them whether the purity of the acid em- 
ployed had occasioned such unexpected results. They, therefore, tried 
other experiments with acid from the leaden chamber (density 1:593), and 
with acid, not as it comes from the leaden chamber, but after having been 
once evaporated in open leaden vessels, in which its concentration is com- 
menced commercially (density 1°746), The results obtained were—

In the above table the mean results of two distinct series of experiments 
of each class of 15 days duration are given. In the experiments A, 
16°666 litres of 1°593 acid, at a temperature of 45° to 48° cent. was used; 
in the experiments B, the quantity of acid was doubled, other conditions 
remaining the same; in the experiment C, 16°666 litres of 1-746 acid, at 
at a temperature of 113° to 122° cent. was used; and in the experiments 
D the quantity of acid was doubled, other conditions remaining the same. 
The conclusions which Messrs, Calvert and Johnson have drawn from 
their experiments are—Firstly, that of the various kinds of lead existing 
in commerce, the purer they are the more they are acted upon by sul- 
pharic acid; lead chemically pure is more acted upon than any of the 
others. Secondly, that although it is stated in many works on chemistry 
that sulphuric acid only acts sensibly on lead at a temperature of 195° cent., 
their experiments tend to prove the contrary, sincs they find that acid of 
specific gravity 1-842 dissolves cold 67-184, and even 201 grammes of lead 
per square metre of surface; and in another instance, that acid of specific 
gravity 1-705 takes from the same surface 54,56, and 59 grammes of lead, 
at a temperature of 45° cent. only and, lastly, that the action of sulphuric 
acid upon lead appears, at least when there is no continuous agitation of the 
mass, not to increase in proportion to the quantity of acid employed—this 
is probably due to the formation of a layer of sulphate of lead, which, to a 
great extent, protects the surface from farther action of the acid. 

From the analyses of lead chambers with respect to which they were con- 
sulted by a large chemical manufacturer, one which had lasted 15 years, 
was found to be composed of an alloy of—lead, 98°87; tin, 0°91; iron, 0°12, 
with traces of copper and zinc; whilst two others, injured in less than one 
year, contained only traces of tin, the alloy being about 99°4 lead, 0°35 iron, 
and 0°16 copper and zine. The remaining question to be solved is, which 
metal mixed with lead enables it to resist the action of sulphuric acid, and 
in what proportion should that metal exist in the mixture? They hope, 
at a future date, to be able to answer the question. 








SALE OF TORBANE HILL MINERAL. 

Mr. Gillespie, of Torbanehill, having advertised during the last six 
weeks that a public sale of his stock of ‘‘ several thousand tons” of the 
mineral in question would take place as on the 16th current, the sale ac- 
cordingly came off that day, in the sale rooms of Messrs, P. Burn and Co., 
Exchange-place, Glasgow. The hour that had been fixed for the sale 
being 12 0’clock noon, close upon the hour the articles of the roup were read 
by the auctioneer and judge of the roup to the assembled merchants repre- 
senting the foreign trade. The bidding at once became vigorous, and the 
whole of Mr. Gillespie’s stock for disposal, of 3000 tons, was speedily 
knocked down in lots to the various parties. The lots were all put up at 
_— fixed as at the = mouth, the upset price having been fixed by the 

idders themselves. ith the exception of one lot (not a large one), which 
went off at 30s., all the rest were knocked down at 29s. 6d. per ton. As 
this sale will have the effect of leaving to Mr. Gillespie on hand, at pre- 
sent, no more than several hundred tons—which he was obliged to retain 
— it will be seen how very fully the exposer has kept faith with those in- 
terested inthe trade. No offerers appeared as representing the home trade, 
and this fact is due to the circumstance of the pretension (regarded by Mr. 
Gillespie as totady unfounded) of Mr. James Young, who alleges that, as 
the holder of a British patent, applicable to ‘‘ bituminous coals,” he is en- 
titled to pronounce, regarding the celebrated Torbanehill Mineral, that 
it is a coal, and so falling under his patent. We understand that Mr. 
Gillespie is engaged in a litigation, going to the very root of all Mr. Young’s 
pretensions. There can be little doubt but that for the present existence 
of Mr. Young’s claim, the price realised at this sale would have been about 
double. To such an extent Mr. Gillespie considers himself, therefore, to 
be unwarrantably injured, and he claims the full damage from Mr. Young 
from the time of the appearance of the Torbanehill Mineral in the market. 








Tue New Copper Company.—During the first three weeks of the 
Penclawdd Company ticketing for Cornish ores they purchased nearly 
1000 tons, for which they paid 49397. 11s. 9d., and at the Swansea sale, 
on Tuesday, the cashier of the company, Mr. F. Pryor, attended that 
market for the first time, and purchased 49 tons, for 7871. 17s. ‘There is 
now such ample competition in the copper trade, half-a-dozen entirely in- 
dependent purchasers being in the market, that no complaint can hence- 
forth be made that there exists a monopoly which prejudices the interest 
of the miner.

MINES AND THE SALMON FISHERIES. 


The Second Annual Report of the Inspectors of Fisheries has just ap- 
peared, and there are some things in it which concern the mining interests 
of the country. But before we notice them it is only fair to remark that, 
so far as we can learn, there is great anxiety on the part of those who 
promote the salmon fisheries to avoid any unnecessary interference with 
mining operations; indeed, there has been a marked reluctance to enforce 
the provisions of the Act where the destruction of fish is directly trace- 
able to the negligence of the managers of some mines, and no good could 
possibly result from the antagonism which would arise from coercive mea- 
sures. The Inspectors and others who are concerned in carrying out the 
Salmon Fisheries Act have done well in adopting a conciliatory course, and 
in the exercise of a wise forbearance. They have, further, invited the co- 
operation of miners in the discussion of the means which should be used 
to prevent the noxious deposits from the waste water, which is so destruc- 
tive to animal life. We should have been glad if this subject had received 
more attention than miners have given to it, because it is not improbable 
that next year certain amendments will be made in the Act, and they are 
almost sure to contain provisions to enforce the use of some plan for the 
purification of waste water from the dressing-floors of mines before it enters 
any stream or river frequented by fish. Not that we suppose for a moment 
the Legislature would sanction any plan for the preservation of fish which 
would paralyse mining enterprise; still it would be far better that what- 
ever is done should have the approval of the two interests more imme- 
diately concerned, and we hardly see how this can be done without mu- 
tual investigation and consultation. ; 

The real question is, what shall be done to get rid of the noxious mat- 
ter in the water? Of course it is admitted on all hands that the water 
from lead and copper mines contains that which is destructive of animal 
life. There is some dispute as to whether the poison is in chemical or 
mechanical solution. For instance, it was stated with some degree of 
authority, that the waste held in chemical solution a large percentage of 
arsenic, which had been detected in dead fish thrown up on the banks of 
ariver. But this was so contrary to scientific teachings and observed 
facts, that it was received with caution. It is now, however, apparent - 
that in nearly all our rivers the poisonous matter is in mechanical combi- 
nation, and can be removed by precipitation in catch-pits. Now, if that 
is so, and we have substantial reasons for believing it, it is not unreason- 
able for the Inspectors to suggest that the proprietors of mines should be 
compelled to construct a sufficient number of these pits to render the 
water innocuous. We will not at present discuss this important question, 
as it is our purpose simply to refer to the conclusions which the Inspectors 
came to in their last report: — 

They state that the extent of water polluted by mines is much less than was gene- 
rally supposed, still it is considerable, but capable of great reduction by the use of means 
which are inexpensive, and in some cases an actual source of profit. In support of this 
assertion, they quote the very questionable case of Aberystwith. That town was for- 
merly suppited with water from the Rheidal and Ystwith, until the refuse from the 
Goginan and other mines was discharged into them, when everything in them that had 
life was destroyed. The town had to go elsewhere for its water, and has spent some 
thousands of pounds in obtaining an adequate water supply ; and hundreds of acres o 
rich land on the banks have been laid waste by the poisonous deposits left on them by 
floods ; a small outlay at the commencement would have prevented a loss,and an ex- 
penditure which has been so great, that the cost of a trench to intercept the mine-water 
and carry it to the sea wou!4 have been profitably incurred. The report further states, 
that the only mines on the rivers mentioned in it at which the poison is held in sola- 
tion are the Tamar and the Teign. The Devon Great Consols discharges into thc Tamar, 
but the copper is obtained by precipitation in catch-pits, and 80 effective is this process 
that at a place where the waste forms, a junction with another stream of much larger 
dimensions, not only are trout commonly taken, but they are of a larger size than ordi- 
nary river trout. Again, on the Tavey no such means are used, and the fish in conse- 
quence are poisoned. But in nearly ail cases the poison is not soluble; it is generally 
comminuted minerals, which are carried away by the current and deposited upon the 
bed of the river, and destroy the larva and caddies upon which the fish feed, the spawn 
from which they take form, and finally the fish themselves. In sapport of this view of 
the case, the Inspectors give an instance of asmall! brook in Cardiganshire, which passes 
through the grounds of a gentleman, who says that at one time it was an excellent 
trouting stream, but as soon as a mine was opened on its banks every oe destroyed 
by the waste water. In two or three years the mine was shut up, and effcrts were 
made at different intervals to re-stock the brook, but without success unti! fourteen 
years had elapsed, and the stream is now full of trout. It is inferred from this that the 
mineral poison was icall pended in the water, and fell to the bottom of the 
river, where it remained until the floods of fourteen years carried it away; because if 
the poison was in solution as soon as the last drop of the deleterious water had passed 
the stream would have become pure and again habitable. And, recently, geese and 
colts were poisoned last year on the Teify, not by drinking the mine-water, but by eat- 
ing the grass growing on the bank over which that water had passed. Similar cases 
are said to have occurred frequently in Wales, Northumberland, and Derbyshire. 

We cannot follow the report into any further details, and shall conclude 
with the suggestions of the Inspectors, which will, no doubt, be embodied 
in the amendment of the Salmon Fisheries Act. ‘ We suggest,” they 
say, “that catch-pits should be made to receive the water from the wash- 
ing-floors of all mines, and that they should be constructed in such num- 
bers, that when the water passes out of the last it shall do so in a position 
that will not poison or kill the fish. The pits should be deep, and the 
exit as shallow as possible, so that only the surface, and, therefore, purer 
water should escape from one into the other. They should be constructed 
in duplicate, so that when set No. 1 is full the mine-water may be diverted 
to set No. 2, and No. 1 be left until the slime hardens, when it will be 
more easily dealt with. When it has hardened it should be taken out, and 
care taken to deposit it out of the reach of any flood.

SUBMARINE TELEGRAPHIC COMMUNICATION. 


The necessity for an imperishable cable to secure anything like success 
in establishing telegraphic communication between the Old World and the 
New is universally acknowledged, and hence we have had almost every 
conceivable design for producing one; yet it would appear that the re- 
sources of inventors are by no means exhausted, additional novelties being 
almost daily brought to light. We have during the past week examined 
the Ratan Cable, invented by Mr. C. S. Duncan, and considered from its 
lightness, flexibility, strength, and durability to be particularly valuable, 
whether laid in deep or shallow water. With regard to the durability of 
cane, Mr. Duncan alludes to instances of its having resisted the attacks of 
the teredo and other destructive insects entirely; of its being found in a 
good state of preservation after being six years in a manure pit; of its 
having lain for years in the foul bottom of a canal near London; and of 
its being proved the only material suitable for sieves in certain portions of 
the process of gas manufacture. The reports he has received from China 
and other places, where cane cables are in constant use, are of the most 
extraordinary favourable character as regards durability and strength. 
The strength of the cable has been carefully tested, and given satisfac- 
tory results. A copper wire of seven strands, the combination being about 
} in. in diameter, is surrounded with a protecting covering of India-rubber, 
or other suitable material, and the canes are then laid spirally round, as 
in the ordinary wire-rope cable. It has been found by experiment that a 
cable so made, and protected with a coating of Duncan’s Patent Com- 
pound, weighs but $ ton to the nautical mile, and will bear a breaking 
strain of 2} to 2} tons, the specific gravity being 1059. When a single 
wire is laid with each cane, so as to give additional weight and strength, 
the weight is raised to 1 ton per nautical mile, and the breaking strain is 
4 tons, the specific gravity being 1288. And when by laying a double 
wire with each cane the weight is raised to 1} ton per mile, the breaking 
strain is from 6 to 64 tons, and the specific gravity 1°54. Mr. Duncan 
states that in the last two instances floatation and gravitation are excel- 
lently and mechanically united and balanced. With regard to the joining 
of the canes, he tells us that some doubts having been expressed as to the 
practicability of effectually and strongly joining the canes, he is desirous 
of stating that the joints are made very easily and simply, and on being 
tested they have been proved to be as strong, or even stronger, than the 
canes themselves. The joints will be arranged to fall at intervals and 
break joint, so as to secure the maximum strength. It is considered that 
although ratan cane is most peculiarly and strikingly adapted for deep 
water cables, yet by its wonderful durability in foul mud, and other usually 
destructive influences, it is not less valuable as a protection to the heavy 
metal sheathing of shallow water cables.

The total exports of coal have been 352,965 tons, against 354,575 tons 
in March last; and of coke, 22,082 tons, against 25,170 tons of March last; 
so that so far as the present year has progressed the trade has not improved. 
Although the Coal Tende generally is in a depressed state, the burdens 
which colliery proprietors have to bear are not at all likely to be relaxed, 
some of them, indeed, are being increased. A general revision of the col- 
lieries and other works in the counties of Durham and Northumberland, 
in reference to the assessment of the same for poor and other rates, has 
been made lately, and the result has been that in many cases the amount 
assessed has been most mercilessly increased, in some cases, indeed, actually 
doubled. The members of the assessment committees, in many cases, are 
evidently strongly impressed with the . + colliery owners are capa- 
ble of bearing any amount of pressure. The result, of course, is much 
dissatisfaction, and, of course, appeals, arbitration, &c. ‘The most unsa- 
tisfactory part of this subject appears to be that no criterion exists as to 
the principles or basis on which mines are to be rated. Some profess to 
assess them according to the amount of profits realised, and others take the 
amount of rents paid as the actual sum to be rated upon; others, however, 
who appear to be most unreasonable, actually add to the amount of mine 
rent, way-leaves, &c., other sums for surface erections, machinery, &c. 
That the whole system of rating mines has long required revision has, we 
believe, long been acknowledged, and the proceedings of many of these 
assessment committees will surely tend tosome mode of settling the vexed 
question, The amount of mine rent scarcely appears to be a fair assess- 
ment; it is so very like taxing the raw material fora manufacturer. It 
may, indeed, be termed raw material; an immense amount of expense and 
risk has, in most cases, to be incurred before it can be extracted from its 
bed and brought to market, or used for the purpose of manufacturing coke 
or iron; 8o that the dues paid to the lessor affords no criterion as to its 
real value to the lessee or real owner of the coal after it is brought to the 
surface. He may indeed, and in many cases actually does, sell it at a loss, 
the cost of production being greater than the procceds of its sale. 

The amount assessed to the poor-rate, &c., on any work is generally 
taken to be the sum paid as rent for the premises; and this appears intel- 
ligible enough so far as collieries are concerned, with reference to the sur- 
face rents, wayleave, and other rents of premises, buildings, &c.; but cer- 
tainly this rule cannot be applied with any show of reason or justice to such 
@ very uncertain process as the working of coal or other minerals, so far 
as the dues paid for such working is concerned. Yet this appears to be 
the data on which some of the assessment committees are proceeding. It 
can, therefore, excite no surprise that their decisions, based on such very 
uncertain data, cause such general dissatisfaction and alarm. 

On Saturday night last a meeting was held in the Usworth Colliery 
School-room, for the purpose of hearing an explanation of the objects, 
principles, and progress of the-‘‘ Permanent Relief Fund ” now established 
in these counties. Mr. Coxon, the viewer of the colliery, presided, and 
tho meeting was addressed by several men who form a deputation in be- 
half of the fund, who explained the principles and mode of working of the 
society. A resolution was warmly approving of the objects of the 
society, and it was also resolved that a general meeting of the men at the 
colliery should be held on Wednesday evening, to consider the propriety 
of joining the said fand. The fund is evidently making satisfactory pro- 
gress at present, and will, we think, prove successful. 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Arrut 16.—The returns of the trade of the South Wales ports, pub- 
lished in the Mining Journal of last week, clearly prove that, despite all 
the adverse influences which are at work, the coal and iron trades continue 
to exhibit satisfactory improvement. I say continue, because for the 
last six months there has been a gradual and substantial improvement 
evinced, more especially in the iron trade. When the American war broke 
out, and when the animosity and determination on both sides reached such 
a point that was no longer thought of, many were of opinion that 
the Iron Trade had been doomed, and that half of our mills, forges, and 
furnaces would be stopped. Certainly the trade was considerably depressed, 
as might be naturally expected, and reductions took place at several of the 
works. Although the demand decreased, yet, by judicious management, 

rices were but little affected. An eminent political economist states that 
f one outlet ia closed against commerce it will be certain to find another, 
if properly directed. The position of the iron trade at the present day 
verifies this assertion. By dint of the provisions of the French treaty, the 
numerous railways in progress on the Continent, and other favourable cir- 
cumstances, the ironmasters managed to open up new markets, and by de- 
grees the orders flowed in from these channels, and ultimately a sensible 
improvement was felt. The result, as many of the readers of the Journal 
are aware, has been that the trade for some time past is in a better state 
than was the case for aconsiderable period previous to the commencement 
ot the American war. Then, it is pretty clear that the sad experience of 
war will, before long, bring our cousins on the other side of the Atlantic 
to their senses, and a peace will ensue. Once this takes place, it is equally 
as clear that quotations for iron will materially advance, and we shall see 
prosperity again triumphant throughout this and other districts. The iron- 
masters are evidently looking forward for this consummation, as is proved 
by the new works in progress, and by the preparations that are being made 
to increase the make at the existing works. The Varteg furnaces, near 
are already in blast, and Messrs. G. E. Bevan and Co. are pro- 

ceeding rapidly with the rebuilding of the Golynos furnaces, and it is ex- 
— that ono will be lighted within the next month. The Marshfield 
ronworks, Llanelly, the property of Messrs. Nevill, Everett, and Co., will 
shortly be in full operation, and a large number of hands will receive em- 
ployment. The rolling of armour-plates, and the making of ship iron, are 
to be the principal branches of the new works, and there is no doubt but 
that the spirited proprietors will secure an ample share of the large business 
now doing in’ these descriptions of iron. These facts verify what I have 
already stated—that there are good times yet in store, although they may 
be slow in coming. The Coal Trade displays tolerable activity, and there 
is a good demand. Merchants in many instances are fully supplied with 
orders, and a good number of collieries are in full work. This, perhaps, 
is not evidence of a permanent improvement, as some of the orders in hand 
would have been executed a month or two since had it not been for the 
unfavourable weather that prevailed at the time. Prices have lately fluc. 
tuated a little, owing to a variety of circumstances which influenced the 
market, but there is no material alteration to report, and quotations remain 
last reported, with a tendency to increased firmness. 
An accident of a rather serious nature has occurred to the anenometer, 
or ventilating machine, at Risca. As the new furnace is nearly ready, it 
is expected that machine ventilation will be done away with altogether, 
and the furnace adopted instead. The collieries are only partially employed at present, 
great measure to the sudden withdrawal of the Mail contract, and also 
Mr. Rhodes, the new proprietor, not having yet fully arranged as to 
future management.

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REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Aprit 16.—The demand for manufactured iron keeps slack, There is 
almost an entire cessation of the demand for America, consequent on the 
late sudden fluctuations in the price of gold, which introduce considerable 
uncertainty in commercial undertakings with that country. There is also 
less demand for shipbuilding purposes, and no doubt orders are somewhat 
kept back; but there is no reason to anticipate a reduction from the pre- 
sent low scale of prices. Pig-iron continues flat, The makers of finished 
iron are not disposed to give the prices which the vendors of pig-iron ask, 
although they offer a reduction of from 1s, 3d. to 2s. 6d. on the last quar- 
ter’s prices, and generally there is sufficient stock on hand to render buy- 

ing at the present moment not absolutely necessary. 

The long-pending proceedings in reference to the assessment of the value 
of minerals under two railway bridges of the Birmingham, Wolverhampton, 
and Dudley Railway Company were brought one step nearer to a close on 
Monday last, by proceedings before the Under-Sheriff at Wolverhampton. 
The case has been previously noticed in the Journal. The Birmingham, 
Wolverhampton, and Dudley Railway runs through the Willingsworth 
Hall Colliery, of Messrs. Haines, having two bridges, called the Sandy Hole Bridge and 
the Canal Bridge, erected thereon for the support of the line. Mr. Huines having given 
notice of his intention to get the coal, Messrs. Ball and Yardley agreed to give him com- 
pensation at the rate oi that which has been awarded to Messrs. Thorneycroft by a 
sheriff's jury, under similar circumstances, and a written agreement was entered into 
for the payment of 5507. That agreement bore an endorsement, in the handwriting of 
Mr. Yardley, to the effect that the amount in question was to cover the interest alike 
of lessor and lessee. Mr. Haines declares that there was no such endorsement on the 
document when he signed it, that there was no understanding to the effect that as the 
compensation to the Messrs. Thorneycroft covered their interest as owners in fee simple 
as well as proprietors of the mine, so the 550/, to him included the compensation to Sir 
Horace St. Paul ; and that he never made any enquiry as to whether Messrs. Thorney- 
croft were owners in fee simple or not. Thecompany refused to give him more, and ap- 
plied for an injunction in Chancery to restrain him from prosecuting his action. The 
Vice-Chancellor dismissed the case, ordering each party to pay their own costs, and di- 
recting a jury to be summoned to assess the amount of compensation to be paid to Mr. 
Haines. When the parties met on Monday a discussion arose as to whether or not the 
consideration of compensation to Mr. Haines, as lessee, was to be affected by that of com- 
ion for royalty to Sir Horace St. Paul, as Mr. Haines’s lease of the colliery expires 
in 1867. Mr. Powell contended that the question of royalty could not arise. A new in- 
terest was given the case, too, from the fact that, though Mr. Haines had agreed to ac- 
cept 5507. as compensation from the company, he now claimed 1168/. 2s., it being stated 
on his behaif that, owing to the inspection and valuation he had caused the portions of 
his workings in question to undergo, he had discovered a large block of solid coal be- 
neath the Sand Hole Bridge; and that the other portions were worth more than Mr. 
Yardley, in whose hands he had previously left the question of value, had estimated. 
The evidence of Messrs, Glover, Peacock, and Smaliman, mine agents, and that of Mr. 
Haines, having been heard, Mr. Motteram, on behalf of the company, contended that 
the original agreement must still be abided by on the part of the claimants. The Un- 
der-Sheriff, in summing up the case to the jury, told them that they would make their 
own valuation, and in doing so would deduct from what they considered to be the sell- 
ing value of the coal,the amount that would have to be paid as royalty, and specify the 
amount in their verdict. The jury found for the claimant in the sum of 550/., exclusive 
of royalty, which they assessed at 120/,—The Under-Sheriff, on application from Mr. 
Powell, undertook to give a case for argument in the Superior Court as to the right oi the 
company to deduct the royalty front the verdict. The case lasted seven hours. 
The case of Mr. Samuel Griffiths and of Messrs. E. B. Thorneycroft 
and Co., of which he was the principal partner, was again before the Bank- 
ruptcy Court, on Wednesday, and it was again adjourned, this time for 
two months, for the purpose of enabling the accountants to complete the accounts. It 
was stated that the books were sufficiently numerous to fill two moderate-sized carts, 
and they required posting before any accounts could be made out from them. There 
was some grumbling as to the long delay. 








REPORT rrom DERBYSHIRE, YORKSHIRE, anp LANCASHIRE, 


Aprit 16.—A decidedly quiet tone prevails in the Iron Trade through- 
out these counties. The dulness of the quarterly meetings has confirmed 
the depressed state of the trade in most of its branches. There are orders 
in hand which keep the works, with some few exceptions, fully employed, 
but there is such competition evinced in the getting of orders that under- 
selling to a considerable extent prevails, The opinion is gaining ground 
amongst the puddlers that they ought to have an advance of wages, but as yet there 
has been no strike of any moment. There is a moderately good enquiry for rails and 
railway springs, but in the other departments of the trade we have not much to notice 
of a satisfactory nature. There is a good enquiry for machinery for exportation, and 
at Leeds and Manchester the principal firms are very fully employed. The steel trade 
is improving, and at Sheffield orders of a considerable amount have been received from 
America for materials. The merchants also report that remittances have been more 
regular, and a better feeling of confidence in monetary matters has been the result. 
Canada is buying largely of steel and manufactured goods, but the other colonies are not 
taking an average quantity. Pig-iron is dull, and the rates are very unsettled. The 
Coal Trade is exceedingly dull, and at many collieries the men are not making more 
than half or three-fourths of full time. The result is, that the coal districts are un- 
usually depressed. We have a better state of things at our larger collieries, where large 
contracts have to be supplied, but owing to the depressed state of our manufacturing 
| industry generally, and the extreme fineness of the weather, coal appesrs to be a literal 
| drug in the market. The London trade, so far as the present year has extended, has 
been better than usual. . : 

The recent visit of the Lords of the Admiralty to Sheffield has had a 
good effect already, not only upon the trade of that town, but in other 
places, and aheeaily we hear of the formation of a large firm for iron mak- 
ing, whose works are intended to be placed between Dronfield and Chesterfield.

FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


We noticed last week the success which Belgian firms had achieved at 
an adjudication at La Haye for rails required in connection with the 
Netherlands railways; and it appears that the contracts thus obtained for 
10,000 tons have communicated much firmness to the Belgian market. 
The magnitude of the order must, in fact, materially increase the activity 
of the rolling works, while the Belgian ironmasters consider that they have 
obtained a complete triumph over their English rivals, as of eight tenders altogether 
sent in the three lowest were delivered by Belgian works. The difference between the 
tender submitted by Messrs. de Dorlodot Brothers and that of Messrs, Guest and Co. 
was 13s. 3d. per ton, the Belgian firm having undertaken the supply at 6/. 5s. 4d. per 
ton, while the great English house required 6/. 188.74. per ton. But it would bestrange 
indeed if Belgium could not hold her own on the ground of a near neighbour like the 
Netherlands. Messrs. de Dorlodot have, besides, concluded contracts for the supply of 
5500 tons of rails and accessories for the Tamines and Landen Railway, and 300 tons of 
switches for the system of the Koman Railway Company. 
tinued development of railways in France, ltaly, &c., is giving a great stimulus to the 
iron trade in those countries ; but, in order to profit by this cheering state of things, 
Belgian works require—first, a diminution in the expenses attending the transport of 
merchandise on the internal means of communication which the country{possesses, and @ 
reduction of freights in connection with the shipment of goods to foreign countries; and, 
secondly, great financial establishments must afford their assistance to industrials, soas 
to enable them to turn into cash the securities which they are often obliged to accept for 
work and labour done. For some time the re-lighting of the Hourpes-sous-Thuin blast- 
furnaces has been talked of, and it appears that this project is about to be put into exe- 
cution immediately. These works belong to the Sambre Blast-Furnaces and Rolling- 
works Company, which possesses, besides, at Maubeuge the rolling works of Bols-du- 
Tilleul. M. Eugene de Dorlodot has been placed at the head of these various establish- 
ments as delegated administrator, and M. Descamps, formerly engineer to the Chatelineau 
Company, willbethedirector. For the present only asingle blast-furnace will be lighted 
at Hourpes, and the rolling-works of Bois-du-Tilleul will be applied to the production 
of plates and rails. The contracts recently concluded for rails are very acceptable in. 
Belgium at the present juncture, as the production of nails is now discontinued to some 
extent. This branch of industry has not been prosecuted with very satisfactory results 
during the past season, prices having been low, while the demand has not been very 
active. With regard to the Belgian coal trade, it may be added that the demand for 
sugar-works and other industria! establishments has been considerable of late, but busi- 
ness is, nevertheless, scarcely so active as it usually is at this period of the year; in fact, 
there are large stocks in hand in the warehouses, Theexceptional mildness of the win- 
ter affords an explanation of this state of affairs. 


Twelve months since we gave some details with respect to the Aubin 
works and mines, which the Orleans Railway Company considered it de- 
sirable to acquire a few years ago, although at present the results obtained 
have been far from satisfactory. Another year having elapsed, we now 
return to the subject. The quantity of coal extracted last year was 224,007 tons, against 
192,931 tons in 1861, and 145,927 tons in 1860, while the quantity of iron made was 
17,260 tons last year, against 16,179 tons in 1861, and 12,570 tons in 1860. There was 
thus an increase of 16 per cent. last year in the production of coal, and 7 per cent. in 
the production of iron; but, notwithstanding these progressive results, the nett profits 
realised lust year (23,8357.) were 43101, below the total return obtained in 1861. This 
reduction in profits is, however, accounted for without difficulty. The working in 1862 
had to sustain a charge of 4669/., arising from guarantees given in respect to the main- 
tenance of rails. This guarantee wis last year applied to 21,601 tons of rails, the greater 
part of which were fabricated befure the Orleans Railway C pany became p d of 
the works, It is expected that in future the charge arising under this head will be much re- 
duced, because the guarantees given will apply to a smaller quantity of rails, and because 
the rails themselves will be of betterquality, But besides this, the accounts of lastiyear 
had to sustain another special change, arising out of the increased price paid for iron in 
connection with the transfer of the Bruniquel Works, while various constructions and 
improvements, such as lodgings for workmen, new coke furnaces, extensions of charg- 
ing apparatus, &c., were also carried in 1862 tothe debit of the revenue account, as were 
exploratory works carried on in connection with metallic mines, The improvements 
and additions made to the works involved a charge altogether of upwards of 80007. Al- 
though the nett profits realised were smaller, and although various unfavourable cir- 
cumst pecially an idl at the forge, extending over several months, in con- 
sequence of exceptional drought—affected the working in 1862, still a marked progress 
was observed in the technical aspects of the various establishments, a progress reflected 
in a diminution in the return price of finished iron, and an improvement in the working 
of the blast-furnaces. A still further amelioration is anticipated from the facilities af- 
forded by the opening of the line from Brives to the Lot, which will enable the iron mine- 
rals of the Perigord district to be obtained on more favourable terms. The line from 
Brives to the Lot will also afford new and advantageous outlets for the coal of the concern. 
Taking all these circumstances into account, the directors consider themselves justified 
in anticipating greatly improved results in 1863. A vertical exploratory pit sunk in 
1861, in order to examine the ground below the old workings of the metallic mines, at- 
tained a vein of ore in the course of 1862 at the depth at which jt was anticipated that 
it would meet with it, and the richness of the vein is already sufficient to cover the 
working expenses, while more encouraging results are hoped for. These interesting ope- 
rations are still being continued, as it is not anticipated that they will involve any se- 
rious expense, now that the vein met with has begun to yield some return. The di- 
rectors are continuing the sale of those portions of the Aubin property which have no 
direct connection with the principal establishment ; and the sales effected to the close 
of 1862 amounted to 22,692/., of which 13,3327. had been paid, leaving a balance of 93601. 
still to be handed over. The charges attending the obligation capital embarked by the 
company in the works, together with the interest accruing on subsequent advances made 
by the company, amounted in 1862 to 43,127/.; and as the nett profits realised during 
the year did not exceed 23,835/., it follows that the deficiency remaining to be made up 
was 19,292/., against 18,2167., the corresponding deficiency for 1861. It is hoped that 
considerable progress will be made during the current year towards the extinction of 
thie annual loss, as not only docircumstances appear to p ise more fi bly in con- 
nection with the working, but heavy repairs which have been some time on hand are 
also nearly completed, and it may now be anticipated that the current expenses of the 
undertaking will steadily diminish. The directors, having regard to the present state 
of the enterprise, consider that too large an amount of capital is now embarked in it, and 
accordingly propose this year to add to the general expenditure of the company 10,4001., 
to continue the replacement of capital commenced in 1862. With these combined in- 
flaences at work—replacement of capital and further development of working—the di- 
rectors hope that in future years (that is, after 1866), the Aubin undertaking will be- 
come self-supporting, and not be in any respect a charge upon the general resources of 
the company, which, du reste, is in a very flourishing position, 


It is expected, with reference to metallurgy in France, that those works 
which are supplied with tools so as to produce rails cheaply will probably 
have plenty of work for several years to come, in consequence of the ac- 
tivity which will be communicated to the construction of the second and 
third networks of railway lines. Some timesince the railway companies slackened their 
works, as they foand themselves in serious financial embarrassments, not because they 
absolutely wanted funds, or because the public refused to supply them, but because the 
new sections weré onerous, increasing the interest charges which had to be met, and di- 
minishing dividends. It was, then, to the advantage of the companies to work slowly, 
and to expend money on their new networks only when they were forced todo so. But 
now the state of affairs has greatly changed. By new conventions concluded with the 
State, interest to the extent of 4°65 per cent. per annum is guaranteed upon all the capital 
expended, while numerous extensions have been accorded, and the Government has st{- 
pulated that the lines shall be executed within tolerably short periods. It may be ex- 
pected, then, that the work of railway construction in France will now proceed apace, 
In this state of affairs it becomes interesting to inquire how deliveries of rails are likely 
to be divided among the various metallurgical groups? It is expected that the Eastern 
of France Railway Company will supply itself at the works of the Moselle; that the 
Northern and Western Companies will address themselves to the forges in the depart- 
ment of the Nord and those of Belgium ; that the Paris, Lyons,and Mediterranean Com- 
pany will apply for its rails to the Creuzot and Bourgogne Works; that the require- 
ments of the Orleans Company will be met by the establishments in the centre of the 
country ; and that the Southern of France Company will go to England and Belgium 
for whatever rails and accessories it may require. France has, unfortunately, only few 
metallurgical works which are even now ina position to manufacture rails cheaply, 
Neither combustibles, minerals, nor intelligence are wanting; but since the conclusion 
of the treaties of commerce with England and Belgium the courage of the French iron- 
masters has failed them, and they have very wrongly lost all faith in the fature, and 
now that more favourable circumstances have presented themselves, only a few are ina 
condition to profit by them. It is true that French industry can easily find the capital, 
which is indisp bie for its p ion; there are banks and institutions of credit of 
all kinds, but not one of these has for its special object the promotion of national indus- 
try. The rates previously indicated for iron have undergone no variation; they are in 
some measure nominal. The construction of engines and machinery is actively develop- 
ing itseif at Paris. Thus, during the last few days several new and important orders 
have come to hand, especially for 25 locomotives for the Northern of Spain Railway, 
while ten dredging-engines are being completed for the Suez Canal, pile-engines for 
America, and locomotives for Italy, and that at a time when 160 tons of various objects 
have been dispatched for Spain, 12 locomotives for Russia, and 20 presses for the produc- 
tion of decimal coins in the Italian peninsula. The construction of apparatus for the fa- 
brication of sugar, as well as for distilleries and refineries, continues to occupy one of the 
largest establishments, and another has completed the Montempoivre iron-bridge at 
Vincennes. The forges which produce works on a large scale are increasing their staffs, 
and the iron-foundries, boiler-making establishments, &c., are also extending their 
production. 


Business in copper has been comparatively inactive at Paris during the 
last few days, and prices have remained without variation. During the 
past month affairs have slightly revived at Havre, thanks to concessions 
made by holders; United States has given place to some transactions, 
about 30 tons, Minesota mark, having realised 100/. 16s. to 101/.,and 8 tons of Quincy, 
991. The pressing requirements of consumption being, however, supplied, buyers have 
only come forward at 2s. per ton below these rates. The stock of American on hand at 
the commencement of the present month was estimated at 454 tens. Chilian has also 
revived in the Havre market, 110 tons having changed hands at 85/., with 44% per cent. 
discount; there remained on hand at the last datesa stock of 1040 tons. Old copper has 
found an easy outlet at 84/. 16s. to 851. 10s. per ton for red, and 52/7, to 581. for yellow; 
bronze, at 687. to 76/. per ton. The markets of Berlin, Cologne, Hamburg, and Stettin 
have presented few affairs worthy of mention, prices having been maintained without 
marked variation. Banca tin remains at 77 fis. in the Amsterdam and Rotterdam mar- 
kets. At Paris tin bas been rising; the last quoted prices were, for Banca, 140/.; De-

At Hamburg the article 
bas been neglected, and at Breslau the demand has been comparatively insignificant.

The Legislature, with a view to protect the public against 
fraud and imposition, have, unfortunately, afforded greater facilities to promoters of 
public companies by the Limited Liability Acts to abstract incredible amounts in the 
shape of purchase-money for leases, work done, and hypothetical charges, for which in 
many instances not a fraction had been paid. In the Articles of Association the pro- 
jectors of a public company participate to the extent of a quarter, one-third, and even 
one-half of the proposed capital for their services for introducing to the public an enter- 
prise that they would not advance @ postage-stamp to promote its interest, but for a 
given number of paid-up shares they will lend thelr names to lure the public, and with 
the assistance of their brokers get the shares quoted at a premium, when scarcely an ap- 
plication has been made. It is to be hoped that the precau measure will have 
the desired effect, and guard the public from future injury. James Lang,

affect most speculative markets has not spared that of mining for the last three or four 
weeks, the consequence being that, in the absence of the usual quantum of orders, prices 
of shares have in many instances declined.

Nor are the of foreign mining schemes 
idle, whether the field of operations be the antipodes or the feet of the Alps, or the mine- 
rals copper or lead or the precious metals of silver and gold. It appears from a prospectus 
of the VitLanzasca GoLp Minine Company (Limited) that the Romans left behind 
them on the evacuation of cis-alpine Gaul a most valuable half-worked gold mine at 
or near Duomo d’Ossola, in Piedmont, which, after lying dormant from the time of 
Julius Caesar, has been brought into the regions of British speculation, in 50,000 shares 
of 11. each, and vividly subscribed for; and thus what cannot enterprise, combined with 
capital, do towards ransacking the world of its mineral treasures! The writer alludes to 
this concern chiefly to testify to the high respectability and practical knowledge of 
mining “ in all its b hes” of its p ters ; and it is, therefore, to be hoped that better 
success is reserved for this scheme than some of the late ones at work upon the gold de- 
posits of this country, with, thus far, so little success. With respect to British mining 
the market for shares {s decidedly in favour of buyers, the best class even being generally 
affected by the depression; but the question to be asked is—How long will it remain so 
in a market 80 sensitive to advances on the slightest news of improvements in lodes ? 
In lieu of discussing the merits of particular mines, the writer would suggest a glance 
at the comparative prices of, in the first instance, the Dividend List now and amonth or 
six weeks since, and observe the reductions in favourite stocks, whether of copper, tin, 
or lead, and there wil! assuredly be found encouragement to investments.
